PLANTING is the most important procedure in the life of a rose-bush, and 
in the production of first-quality blooms. In reality, it is transplanting that 
you are doing. Your rose-bush has been grown for two years before you re- 
ceive it, in the very best of soil and cultural conditions in the Nursery fields. 
It was watered and sprayed regularly and intelligently; it was ripened and 
dug at the proper time of the year. We have been most careful in our atten- 
tion since that time, to guard against any loss of vitality. The roots have 
never been allowed to dry out, and the tops have been shaded against ex- 
cessive wind and sun. In simple words, we treat our bare-root roses as pa- 
tients recovering from a major operation. Won’t you do the same? 


See that the roots are never allowed to dry. Immersing them in a bucket 
of water for a few minutes before planting will assure ample moisture. Fol- 
low our planting guide (on page 6) carefully. Never fill the hole with water 
before planting. Planting first, then watering seals the earth around the 
roots without making mud, and recreates the soil firmness and texture in 
which the rose was originally grown. The first watering is the most im- 
portant. Make it thorough. 


WATERING: There is no “rule of thumb” for watering roses. Type of soil, 
time of year, size and age of bushes, temperature — all these are factors 
to be considered. Important to remember, — a rose-bush is working and pro- 
ducing 10 months of the year. It is a heavy feeder and must have ample 
moisture at all times. One good SATURATION is better than a half-dozen 
sprinklings. 


FERTILIZATION: Great experimentation goes on in scientific feeding of 
plants, as well as of people. Being somewhat old-fashioned, and having 
grown roses for many years with (shall we modestly say?) a fair degree of 
success, we are loathe to change our formula. “Organic fertilizer” (Cow- 
manure to the dirt-gardener) applied in the late winter or early spring 
should be all the food necessary to produce the first crop of flowers. A good 
sized shovel-full per plant should be worked into the soil lightly and gradu- 
ally, during the spring months. In the case of heavy soil or old rose beds, we 
recommend Lime or Soil Sulphur or both, applied in conjunction with the 
manure, at the rate of 5 Ibs. per 100 sq. ft. 


Immediately after the spring crop of blooms you will find that a liberal 
hand-full of one of the well-known balanced commercial fertilizers worked 
into the soil, will materially strengthen the second crop in June and July. We 
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Gilteal DIM id He 


strongly recommend a late summer (August and September) application. 
“Roses in December” are dependent upon the treatment they receive in early 
fall. Let’s be liberal, and they will say ‘*Thank-You”. 


SPRAYING: This is a problem we all must face, if we are to grow strong, 
healthy bushes with attractive flowers. Don’t wait until your garden is 
heavily infested, but spray regularly and often. The amount of spray ma- 
terial you use and the pressure with which it is applied are of great impor- 
tance. Get a good spray tank, the size dependent upon the number of roses 
you have, and use it often — every week during the early season. Always 
wash the spray tank out thoroughly after each using, to avoid corrosion. 
Several brands of all purpose spray material on the market today are safe 
and satisfactory. A reminder — always irrigate roses thoroughly the day 
before spraying. 


PRUNING: This is the most controversial phase of rose growing, and most 
rose authorities have decided opinions on how it should be done. Heavy, me- 
dium, light, — or no pruning at all, — each of these methods has advantages 
which are dependent on what you desire, and on the varieties that you are 
growing. 


The important thing is to be able to recognize young wood and to distin- 
guish it from old. Keep your bush young, and you have the essence of grow- 
ing good flowers. Cut away the two-year-old canes, and the light twiggy 
branches. Then the question of how far back to cut the remaining young 
canes is entirely optional with you. 


Realizing the wide variance of opinion upon this subject, and the 
difficulty of doing it justice with the pen, we are going to conduct pub- 
lic pruning demonstrations during January, here in our Test Garden, 


at the Nursery. You are invited. The dates will be announced in the 
local newspapers. (Saturdays and Sundays only) 


If you have any questions on Rose Culture, that we have not answered 
in the above paragraphs, we will be happy to hear from you.
